THE TELEPHONE PIONEERS OF AMERICA SASKATCHEWAN CHAPTER 59 WOODS.

SASKATCHEWAN | 


The Telephone Pioneers of America is divided into twelve regions. In the 

United States there are eleven regions, and Canada Region 1 is divided into 

vartous chapters. In Saskatchewan, Chapter 59 was estabLised on October 14th 1947. 
One of the main purposes of the Telephone Pioneers is to perform community service 
projects and also promote the fellLowshin amoeng Long service employees and those 
who have retired. In Chapter 59 they are involved in about 40 projects focusing 
on the physically and mentally handicapped, in co-operation with SASKTEL. 


The emblem of this association displayed on the wood is a double triangle with the 
words TELEPHONE PIONEERS OF AMERICA. Inscribed on the bell is "174465", the number & 
of the intitial telephone patent. Also shoun are the dates 1875 when Alexander 
Graham Bell invented the telephone and on the right, 1911, the year when the 
Pxoneer Association was organized. In the background is the province with 
Chapter 59 above, and below is SASKATCHEWAN. 

According to Mr. Ed Boychuk, administrator, these woods were printed in Red and 
were ordered from George Main Enterprizes in Regina. One side shows the embLem 
of the associations Saskatchewan Chapter 59, with the Legend REGION 1 ASSEMBLY MAY 
8 - 10, 1988. On the other side the official slower of Saskatchewan, the Prairie 
Crocus, with the Legend REGINA SASK GOOD FOR ONE DRINK. There were only 1,000 
4ssued and additional pieces are available from MARK MOGEN, 733 4A Street. N.W., 
Calgary, Alberta, T2N 1P6, for 50¢ each plus a self-addressed Stamped envelope. 
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CHRISTMAS WOOD: A few more wood will be shown in this issue, but some will still be 
left to show in future issues of Timber Talk.

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NEW BRUNSWICK WOOD: Two collectors from the Province of N. B. sent along a number of 
woods they issued or were issued by other local collectors. The first six wood are 
from J-P Roussel of 925 Hay Cres., Bathurst, New Brunswick E2A 3S1 and the next three 
were received from Robert J. Savoy, Box 77 - RR # 2, Newcastle, New Brunswick El1V 3L9. 
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LAKE SUPERIOR COIN CLUB WOOD: I am writing to inform you of our latest wooden 
nickel issue. This represents our third issue from the Lake Superior Coin Club. 
The first issue was an advertising token while the second issue was a wooden 

eb nickel. Both of these issues were made to commemmorate Coin Week Canada. Only
